SACRAMEN-TO, May 6.— The McKialey 


enthuaiasta completely captared tho 
Republican 
state convention today, 


although the district delegates elected 
from the Fourth Congressional district 
were unpledged and are avowedly Alii- 
Him eupportera. The Fifth district dele- 
gates will probably be of the Harae prin- 
cipal complexion, but the other fourteen 
are bound to McKinley by the strongest 
pledgee that could be framed. 


Ttie convention assembled at 10.30 a. 


m. The committee on organization re- 
ported in favor of making the temporary 
officers permanent. 
The report aleo 


recommended the nomination of presi- 
dential electors and of a lieutenant gov- 
ernor. An attempt to consider the re- 
port seriatsm failed and the report was 
adopted. 


The committee on credential re- 


ported next. Alameda county primary 
delegates 
were 
seated. Sacramento 


county's regularly appointed delegates 
were seated. The Spreckels delegates 
from San Francisco were recognized and 
seated, as were the Forty-firat Assembly 
district 
primary 
delegates. In the 


Thirty-second district the primary dele- 
cation was seated, but the Thirty-third 
district delegation was thrown oat com- 
pletely on account of fraud. The com- 
mittee decided that the proxies used by 
the Snear committee In San Francisco 
to call primaries were forgeries and 
therefore the meeting was illegal. 


Another portion of the 
credentials 


report 
was a recommendation that 


primaries be held hereafter instead of 
the appointment c£ delegates by county 
or congressional committees. The roil 
call wan the first teat of strength of the 
opposing Spreckela and Spear factions. 
Los Angelea voted 5G noes and 7 ayes, 
Alametla voted aye. The south waa 
well together, and as the roll call 
progreesed it was seen that Epreckola 
would win. The motion to consider 
aeriatem was lost, 477 to 99. 


Taylor of Alameda, representing the 


unseated delegation from that county, 
waa given the floor and made a speech 
protesting against tne report. The 
previous 
question 
was 
demanded , 


however, and the report of the commit- 
tee declared adopted. 


Kowalakyof San Francisco was recog- 


nized, and spoke in favor of the Spear 
delegation. 
He 
talked 
ahont 
the 


"gagged convention," and, pointing to 
the Southern California delegation, said 
that he did "not want to see a lot of 
carpet-baggers come here and run 
things-" He denounced the credential 
committee as unfair, and waa becoming 
more and more vitriolic in his words 
•when he waa shut off on a point of 
order. 
Ruef of San Francisco waa attempting 


to talk but waa shut off tfecanse he was 
not a delegate. Thia settled^ the ques- 
tion, and the San Francisco Spreckela 
delegation marched to their seats amid 
cheers. 
Obrien of San Franscicp, one of the 


unseated delegates, jumped on hie chair 
and denounced the convention as an A. 
P. A. council. The Spear delegates filed 
sadly from the hall and one big fight of 
the convention was over. 


The A.P.A., although not obtrusively 


conspicuous, played an important part 
in the convention. The strength of -the 
order waa ahown in the ballot for dele- 
cates-at-larRe when the solid A.P.A. 
vote went for Cleaves, who received 210 
votea. He was not on the slate, how- 
ever, and other combinations beat him 


The program as outlined by the lead- 


ers went through smoothly. Occasion- 
ally there was an attempt on toe part o: 
a few unruly ones to break away: hut 
they were hopelessly in the minority 
and soon gave up. 


Recess was then taken to await the 


report of the committee on platform. 


THE PLATFORM. 


Committee Report Strengthened b; 


Amendments. 


The platform committee submitte 


tho following : 


"A delegate to the national convon 


tion is charged with a public trust; wit 
*he execution of the public mandate 
William McKinley of Ohio is the choic 
of the people of the state of Californi 
for the nomination for President ol th 
Unifed States, therefore we endorse him 
for such nomination and our delegates 
are hereby instructed to vote for him 
and to use their best efforts to proanr 
hia nomination." 


Georee A. Knight of San Franciaeo 


charged that the McKinley plank in th 
platform wan not strong enough, and o 
fcretl the following substitute which 
waa adopted amid enthusiastic cheer 


1B"lfcsolr«f, That the Republicans of Gal 
ifornia, while recognizing the earnes 
worth and fitneaa of each of thedistin 
gushed statesmen of their party whos 
nsmea have been mentioned as aapir 
ants for tho presidential nomination a 
St, Louis, aud while pledging in advanc 
th« electoral vote of the Golden state i> 
the Republican nr-uinee whoever h 
map be, hereby declare that the em 
phiticBentimentof California is in favo 


of the nomination of that wise and able 
statesman, that pure and unsullied pa- 
triot, that true aud loyal American, that 
peerless champion of protection, Wil- 
liam McKialey of Ohio, and the dele- 
tjateafroin this state are hereby directed 
and instructed to work aud vote for the 
success of the eaid McKinley as long us 
there is a reasonable pruspeut of liia 
nomination." 


The following amendment to the plat- 


form, offeredj by Frank H. Short of 
Fresno, was adopted unanimously : 


*' We commend the course of our dele-

The platform demands euch national 


legislation on foreign immigration RH 
will effectually keep out of the country 
all contract laborers, paupers, criminals 
ind diseased poraona and classes whose 
:oaehinga and presencedisturbthesocial 
peace and order, and demands such 
changes in the naturalization laws as 
will prevent foreign-born citizens, unfit 
to exercise the franchise, from becoming 
citizens, and furtherdeclaresthat future 
treaties with other nations ahould pro- 
vide for the reciprocal deportation of 
criminals and insane so as to make each 
nation provide for ita own. 


While recognizing the right to estab- 


lish schools through private enterprise, 
;he platform demands that none but 
non-aectarian free public schools shall 
receive public aid. 
It indorses the 


proposition that farmers' labor and 
products fihonld he protected, and as 
prices obtained h}' the farmers have' 
ately been unremuuerative, hence it 
approves the plan that the national gov 
jrnmont should reduce the coat of 
iranaportation on staple agricultural 
products from American to foreign sea- 
aorta, and favors the use of a limited 
portion of the United States cuatoraa for 
:his purpose. The party is pledged to 
mact such laws, and is pledged to legia- 
.ation thoroughly -protecting the dairy 
interests and public from imposition in 
;he sale of dairy produce. 


It favora such aid and protection to 


ihe minors as will enable thorn to ob- 
tain and to develop their property and 
encourage all kinds uf mining, includ- 
ing hydraulic mining; advocates a re- 


sion of the tariff laws upon the basis

the American protective system; 


ondemns the policy of the Democratic

CISCIXSATTI, May o.—This city and 


vicinity has been greatly excited tonight 
over the explosion ol a large tank ol gas- 
oline which completely demolished the 
five-story buililiuB at 4'.:0 and 432 Wal- 
nut street at S o'clock tonight. After 
the explosion the wildest reports were 
current as to the loss oi life. 
Before 


midnight it was known that sis were 
killed and eighteen injured, bnt the 
work of removing the debris proceeded 
so slowly that the general estimate of 
killed and wounded greatly exceeded 
this number. The building seemed to 
have collapsed in such a manner that 
the pile ol debris was covered by the 
tin root, and after waiting several hours 
it was found that the only way to rescue 
the victims waa to remove the immense 
mass oi brick and timber. Accordingly 
men were put at it, as many ol them as 
could work on it. The debris was being 
shoveled by one force out into the 
street and into the rear alley and all 
available teama were secured for another 
force oi men to load up the wreck and 
get it out ot the way. Thia is found to 
be the only practical means of reaching 
those'who were on tho lower fioors. 


All those who have been rescued have 


been on the upper doors, except some 
who were thrown out into the street. 
While thia work was going on holes 
were cut through the foundations of ad- 
jacent buildings and debris was taken 
out. Three lives were saved by per- 
sona being rescued in that manner. It 
ia thought that others will bo saved by 
these holes through the basement walls 
of the adjoining buildings. Tho family 
of AdolphDracha suffered most severely. 
Drachs and wife are among the dead, 
his n-year-otd daughter is dead, and his 
3-year-old boy is believed to be dying. 


A moat touching scene occurred when 


Fireman John McCarthy 
found his 


brother pinned under a beam and beg- 
ing the men above to kill him. Mc- 
Oarthy said there were three other men 
near him, and they were all alive. The 
most heroic efforts to liberate these 
sufferers were made up to midnight. 


The shock waa terrific and was felt 


all over the city, and piled one brick 
upon another in the left, front and rear 
walls of the building while the adjacent 
buildings were badly damaged. The 
glass waa broken out of street cars that 
were pas. ing at the time, and one of the 
cars was badly wrecked, but none of the 
passengers were seriously hurt. All the 
horses in the immediate neighborhood 
broke from their fastenings and ran 
away, and there was not only intense 
excitement bnt tho greatest confusion. 
The dust and dirt continued flying lor a 
long time so densely that the work oi 
rescuing the victims proceeded with dif- 
ficulty, although the police and fire de- 
partments were called to the wreck. 
Tbe saloons wore said to be quite full of 
people. 
One of the bartenders, who 


was on duty at the time and escaped, 
lives in one of the upper flats and waa 
wild with Brief because he knew that 
his wife and four children were in the 
ruins.

ish over the aen»te amendment to the

Quiec, Kepublican ol New York, called 
Mr. Koutelle to order for criticising 
members of tbe upper house aud was 
sustained by the chair after some very 
lively sparring. 
Mr. liontelle, however, accomplished 


all he bad intended, despite tlie chair s 
ruling. Subsequently Mr. Sayers, oi 
Texas, moved to concur in the senate 
amendment reducing the number of 
battle ships, but by^onsent the motion 
went over for action until tomorrow, 
when it ia likely that tbe whole question 
of large appropriations at this time for 
strengthening the navy will be reopened 
and ventilated.

Five Days' Debate. 


SAYAL 
APPBOPBIATIOS 
BILL 


As Adopted by the Senate Provides 


for Two Battleships and Thir- 


teen Torpedo Boats. 


WASHINGTON-, May 2.—The house to- 


day, after five days of debate, passed the 
lleudersou bill to establish a uniform 
system of bankruptcy, by -i vote of 157 
to SI. The majority in favor of tho bill 
was greater than its friends anticipated, 
owing largely to the fact that quite a 
number of members, who desired only a 
voluntary bankruptcy bill, after being 
defeated, voted lor the measure aa re- 
ported. There were but two amend- 
ment!, one rnaklni! the non-payment of 
a note for thirty days an act of bank- 
ruptcy. 


On motion of Mr. Spaulding, repub- 


lican, ol Michigan, the 9th act of the 
bankruptcy bill, aa defined in the bill, 
was stricken out as follows: "Suspend- 
ed and not resumed for thirty days." 


Mr. Hepburn, republican, of Iowa, 


denounced the bill as a Iraud on its 


An amendment, offered by Mr. Ma- 


hon, Republican, ol Pennsylvania, to 
compel the petitionera to any voluntary 
proceedings to file a bond sufficient to 
cover the demands and coats in case the 
petition ia dismissed, 
was adopted, 


48 to 43. 
W. A. Stone, Republican ot Pennsyl- 


vania, moved to strike out the involun- 
tary features of the bill. Oefeated, 72 


Various attempts to strike out certain 


acts ot bankruptcy provided in tho bill 
were also defeated. 
Mr. Henderson, in charge of the hill, 


closed the debate, and at 3 o'clock un- 
der the special order tbe bill was report- 
ed to the house, where, under the agree- 
ment, Mr. Bailey, Democrat oi Texas, 
and Mr. Broderick, Republican of Kan- 
sas, offered two substitutes, each for a 
voluntary, system oi bankruptcy. 


Mr. Bailey's substitute waa defeated 


on a rising vote, 89 to 120. 
Mr. Broderick's substitute, which was 


substantially the bill for an involuntary 
system of .bankruptcy reported by the 
senate committee, waa also defeated on 
a yea and nay vote, 112 to 12S. 
W. A. Stone moved to recommit the 


bill to the judiciary committee, with in- 
structions to report the bill back amend- 
ed 80 as to con fine the involuntary fea- 
tures of the bill to the cases of actual 
fraud. Tho motion was lost, 8S to lib. 
The bill was then passed. 


The bill as passed is baaed upon the 


Torroy bankruptcy bill which haa been 
urged before congress lor several years. 
It provides for both voluntary and in- 
voluntary bankruptcy. Under its terms 
there arp eight acts for which a debtor 
can be forced into bankruptcy, as fol- 
lows:

Second—Failed tor thirty daya while 


insolvent to secure the release of any

additional enlisted men in the navy. 
Lost, yeas 23, nays 27. 
Mr. Gorman said that he did not 


wonder that the senator from -New 
Hampshire was favorable to increased 
appropriation, as « portion of the in- 
crease would be required to keep the 
Uepnblican party in power in Maryland 
in the near future. 


An amendment offered by Mr. Hill 


was agreed to, providing for an investi- 
gation of the claima of contractors who 
constructed battleships and who suffered 
losses through no fault of their own.

Tlie Hoard of Education Considers 


the Matter iii a Lively 


Session. 


The city achool board had a session 


yesterday afternoon which strikingly 
resembled meetings of Terry block 
fame. It met in Trustee Gallagher's 
office and a full board waa present. The 
business of the meeting was the con- 
sideration of the report of Architect C. 
K. Kirby, who eiperted the work on 
the new high tchool building. 


The report was read by Clerk Cum- 


uiiugs, aa follows: 


"To the Fresno city Board of Educa- 


tion : At your request I have examined 
the plans, eneciticationB and buitdinp 
intended for tho high echool of the City 
of Fresno, and submit the following re- 
port: 


FOUXn.VriOS AS!) UEICK WOKK. 


"In the foundation concrete work it is 


impossible to say, without an unalyeia, 
whether tho component parta are ex- 
actly a<» per specification or not. But 
the result is good work and it makes a 
very eolid foundation. 
"Tho brick work and basement with 


few exceptions, is in accordance with 
tbe Bpecilicationa, and you have, in my 
judgment, u. basement that will auatain 
any weight that will ever be put upon 
it. About Beven-oiuhths of the brick in 
the first atovy are in accordance with 
the specifications. 
About one-eighth 


are below the standard demanded. All 
are well laid in good mortar. All the 
walla are straight, true and plumb, ex- 
cept only a few of the email piera be- 
tween some of the windows, which have 
aprnnc out about the center of their 
height since the window frames were 
Bet. This may have been caused by 
want of care when the staging was 
raised or by placing the weight of the 
brick «ork above on eame before the 
mortar was properly set. 


"About two-thirds of the brick in tho 


second story, 1 should judge, are in ac- 
cordance with the specification E. The 
balance, are what are known aa light 
r „ „ _ 


hard and salmon color and a few soft are not men. 
brink have been uaed. They are wall 
laid in good mortar. The joints are full 
in all parta and the walla are straight 


- and true. The brick in the attic, while 


not fully up to the specifications, are of 
a belter polection than those in tue 
eecond story.

TfMllEll AXU FRAMING. 


"The floor timbers iu the second and 


third atorica are generally in accordance 
•with the specifications, except only a 
lew joiats that are what would be called 
number two lumber. All ftre put in the 
•walla cloEely approximating tho speci- 
fications. Tho under floors are as per 
specification. 
. 


" "The specification calls for mam raft- 
era 2sS, 10 on centers; jack rafters 2x6, 
If} on centers; collar beams and ceiling 
joiats over attic 2x8, 16 on centers; all 
of which are of the sizea named above, 
but the rafters and Home of the collar 
beams are placed about 32 inches on 
centers instead of 16 inchss as speci- 
fied. Thesheathing and shinglea are as 
per specification. The valley 
raftera 


.are aa per specification, but they have 
sagged in the center from .one to two 
inches, and should be reinforced. 
"Since my first examination some of 


these timbers have bean materially 
strengthened by braces and 
collar 


beams. The wooden partition in the 
second story over the aoutheaat class 
room in the first story should have, and 
'I understand is to have a truss. 


•"The iron work,so far as can he Been, 


runa very cloao to the specification. 
The galvanized iron is in accordance 
with the specification, eo far afi need. 
The window frames are in accordance 
with the specification so far as finished. 
The cement work above ground on tlie 
exterior, so far as finished, is good. The 
tin that ia being put upon the building 
is marked 'Brand, I. C. Taylor roofing 
tin,' stamped op each sheet, while the 
specification calls for 'X. C. Taylor old 
atylft brand of roofing tin," each sheet 
stamped with brand and thickness. 
The tin lining naed ia good weight, re- 
dipped, and will make a good roof, if 
properly laid and soldered. 


"One piece of tin about 10 feet by 10 


feet has been laidiwithout paper under 
same, as per epecification. Thia, T un- 
derstand, is to be removed and paper 
placed under all tin aa required by the 
specification. 


"Instead of six-inch terra-cota vent 


pipea being carried up aa per specifica- 
tion for ventilating water closets, vent 
floes have been carried up in the brick 
work and topped out through the rooj 
•with palvinized iron caps. Tha soil and 
waate pipea are as per specification. 


"Back vent pipes have been carried 


no with wrought iron instead of caat 
iron, aa called for by the specification. 
Stand and supply pipea are aa per 
specification. In regard to the wrought 
iron vent pipes, it ia my judgment that 
while the specification calls for caat iron 
with packed joints, the wronght iron IB 
the better. All the pipes have been 
dipped as per specification. The floor 
drains, cesspools and trapa are aa speci- 
fications. 
. . 
"To aum up and give my opinion of 


the building aa a whole, aa it now 
stands, I will say that in my judgment 
you have the promise of a good, strong 
substantial building. The small devia- 
tions that have been made from the 
strict letter of the specifications I do 
not consider as impairing the safety and 
permacy of the building. 


' 'A little more care on the part of the 


builders would have obviated all these. 
The plana and apecificatious so far aa 1 
have had occasion to examine them, 1 
consider first class, except a few errors 
in the matter of construction, already 
zeferred to above. In making thia re- 
port I have labored under the disad- 
vantage of examining and reporting on 
parts of the work at present in an un- 
finished atate, for the reason that it IB 
impossible to any just what the work 
will be when finished. Yours respect- 
fully. 
"C. K. KiRBt." 


The reading of tbe report waa listened 


to with marked attention, and at its 
conclusion a motion to receive and ] lace 
on file waa carried. Truatee Monroe in- 
quired regarding the discrepancy in the 
tinning.

American Astronomers Will Have 


a Great Telescope. 


Sisty thousand dollars have been ex- 


pended on the construction and equip- 
ment of a great observatory, and a num- 
ber of years of the valuable time of two 
noted astronomers and their assistants 
will be devoted to what ia expected to 
prove the most important astronomical 
expedition of the century. 
Percival 


Lowell of Boston has built the observa- 
tory and great telescope and will be one 
of the principal scientists on the expedi- 
tion. Dr. T. J. See of the University of 
Chicago will be the other. Both are 
scientists of renown. Their operations 
will begin in July from the movable ob- 
servatory to be erected on the lofty 
Mexican plateau near tho City of Mex- 
ico, and will probably be continued in 
1898 somewhere do*wn in Peru. 


The objects of the expedition are two 


fold. Mr. Lowell will Btudy the planet 
Mars in a eyatmatical way that haa sel- 
dom been pursued, and Dr. See will 
search tbe southern heavens for double 
stars in the hone of doing there what 
Burnbam of Chicago has done for the 
northern skies. 


The observatory will have one of the 


most powerful telescopes in the' world, 
second onlv to the Lick,*andtbe yet un- 
mounted \erkea instruments, the most 
powerful m the country. Tho twenty- 
;onr inch lens has just been finished by 
Alvin Clarke, the telescope maker of 
Oamhridgeport, Mass., and in the test it 
waa shown to be superior to the twenty- 
six inch glass at the naval observatory 
in Washington.

cave. According to account, they are 
the highwaymen who held up a man by 
the name of Ashley a few days ago aud 
relieved him of a $250 gold watch and 
gome money. 
The robbery occurred 


some twenty zuilea eaat of Kadera in 
broad daylight. 


Mr. Ashley claims he can positively 


identify oue 01 the highwaymen. This 
man is known aa "Kid Laverme" and 
baa a prison record bshind him. He 
was convicted of stealing a horse from a 
man by the name of Ililmer who resides 
iu Madera, and was sentenced to two 
years in San Quontin. He finished his 
term in tha penitentiary about two 
months ago. His associate will not re- 
veal his name, neithac will Laverine 
give any information that might lead to 
hia identity. 
Their capture was attended with a 


great deal of difficulty and danger. 
Officers Grcon and Grace arrived iu the 
vicinity where the suspected men were 
thought to be in hiding, accompanied by 
J. ii. Frewitt and Cash Crawford. They 
had obtained information to the effect 
that the men wero secreted ia a cave, 
and cautiously approached the hiding 
place, hoping to take the robbers un- 
awares.

in physicue, and running him pretty 
close aa" regards facial beauty. They 
live in villages, each of which is directly 
governed by a hend man. Their houses 
are constructed of reeda, or aplit bam- 
boos, tho roofs being thatched with a pe- 
culinr long mm dried grass. 
Thtae 


houses aro bui't on platforms, raised on 
piles, or posts, about live feet from the 
ground. They average about ten feet 
wide by eighteen feet long, but aa 11 man 
increases 
in 
substance ho usually 


lengthens his house, so that the length 
of the house iu a fair criterion of the 
wealth and importance of the indweller. 


The chief employment of the men IB 


the felling of forest trees and clearing 
the laud for the cultivation of rico crops. 
Besides this the men appear to do little 
but lumtin^and fighting. The cultivation 
of the laud, sowing and reaping the 
cropa, ia performed, 1 believe, entirely 
by the voutha and women. The latter 
are regarded merely aa tbe property an i 
servants ol the men as among most sav- 
ages. 


As an instance of thia I have seen a 


Jfaga chief riding in state on an ele- 
phantj followed by a detachment of sev- 
eral of his wives, each bearing a heavy 
pack on her back attached by a band 
across the forehead. The youths are 
not recognized as warriors until they 
have brought in to their chief tho head 
of-one of their enemies. They are then 
allowed the, to them, great privilege of 
having their faces tattooed. They are 
alao then allowed .to marry. 


One of my friends, who was very 


much interested in their natural history, 
aaked a younp Naja, who seemed to be 
somewhat prematurely uglified, how he 
happened to win hid tattooing. He re- 
plied: "My village is quite close to the 
enemyjn boundary line, and there ie a 
well near there and 1 went and hid my- 
eelf in the jungle close by. After a while 
a very old woman came down to get 
water. I seized my opportunity and 
went up behind her and cutotTher head 
and took it to the chief, and that's how 
I won ray tattoo marks."

literally true; yet amon^ themselves 
their habits go far towards being exem- 
plary. These tribes of Najas are inde- 
pendent of Great Britain, and the gov- 
ernment even pays them a bonus yearly 
on condition of their good behavior. Oc- 
casionally they break out and mako 
raids upon the peaceful inhabitants of 
the plains, sometimes going so far as to 
attack the bungalows and factories o 
tbe English tea planters, bnt these raids 
aro happily becoming a thing of thR 
paet. They make journeys during the 
dry eeason, from November to March 
into British territory, chiefly for the 
purpose of trading their rude commodi 
ties, such as grass mats, tobacco leaves 
etc., for beads, looking glasses and such 
like articles thnt savages delight In. 


The rough tracks which they take 


lead thorn through the tea plantations 
with which Assam abounds. 
Theae 


tea plantations are large forest clear 
auces, planted about Ssu feetapart will 
tea buahos, containing also the group o 
houses, homes of the tea garden labor 
ers, imported natives of Bengal; and 
the extensive buildings contain the ma 
chinery for tho manufacture of tea, saw 
beuches and other necessaries, also the 
housea or bungalows of the British man 
agera. These managers are for th 
most part young Englishmen, and upoi 
them the Naja chief and his horde o 
armed savages make a point of calling 
I will give a short account of oue o 
these visits. 


A servant announces that a Naj 


chief haa come to see the Sahib. I wen 
out on tho veranhah to find a group o 
Xajaa consisting of a chiof, an inter 
preter and about twenty armed war 
riors. It would take up too much spac 
to describe their equipment in detail 
not so tbeirgarmenta (I should say gar 
ment), which is BO curtailed as to be eaail; 
described. It consists of a piece o 
string round the waist, to which is ap- 
pended in iront a piece of blue cotto 
:loth about ten inches broad by eightee 
inches long, a poor apology for an apron 
They have colored oane bands round 
their legs below the knee, also rude 
necklaces and ornamental ear plaga, 
placed in tho enlarged holes in the lobes 
of their ears. Their hair is cut "a la 
Naja." It is cropped to a short fringe 
across the forehead. 


I said before, that as regards facial 


beauty they ran tho Chinamen pretty 
close." That referred to their facial 
beauty unadorned; but when I say that 
their faces and bodies are highly tattoed, 
and that teeth and mouths are stained 
red with the juice of the betel nut which 
they deligbt to chow, a fair idea may be 
formed of their awful appearance. This 
is a digression. 
The Naja chief, with a smile which 


certainly does not improve hia appear- 
ance, informs me through his inter- 
preter in Assamese (the Najaa have a 
language in keeping with their appear- 
ance) that "he is a Rajah," and that "as 
I also am a Rajah, it is only right that 
we should become acquainted." Then 
he bepina to make a few more harmless 
assertions, to which I assent. Aiter a 
few preliminary remarke he signs to one 
of his attendants to present bis gifts, 
and accordingly a few mate, tobacco 
leavec, ginger and other products are 
laid on my verandah, which 1 graciously 
accept. In return I hunt up an old 
swallow-tailed coat that I have no use 
for except as a reminder of a sweet long 
ago in England, alao anything else that 
I think will delight his savage heart. I 
notice that while he receives them with 
u look of acquieacence that can ill pass 
for graciouaness, be still asks for more.

ling With It. 


EVILS OK THE PUESEST SYSTEM 


t it Costs the Indigreuts to Cash 


Their Monthly 


Warrants. 


TO REDEEM THE DESERT. 


"It owls me $1.To to cetmy warrant 


casJieJ,11 *si<A u;i^oi the many indigent 
women' who ^urrouuJ*! tbe au.Utor's 
desk yesterday. A RXITSIVAS reporter 
who stood near by learned that ihe war- 
rant was lor? 15. the woman .having becii 
in receipt of county relief to that extent 
monthly for herself and family. From 
the woman's statement, whi*h louuJ 
ample corroboratioa in other cases, it 
appears that the recipient* of county re- 
lief are compelled to sell their warrants 
and that the brokers charne anything 
they please, or anything they cau get 
for the accommodation. 


In a number of cases tho imligenta 


would receive from the county treasurer 
the iull cash value of their warrants 
within two or three days. But they 
cannot wait, and their necessity ia tbe 
broker's opportunity. To receive $1 <5 
within three days for a cash investment 
oi $13 25 is not bad Interest m these 
hard times. Kven if the investor has to 
wait a mouth till the warrant matures 
he is not doing badly, if there be any 
truth in arithmetic. It takes twpiva 
months to make fl year, and it will not 
require first rate mathematical gifts to 
figure out the actual percentage per year 
on fl 7.^ received for a month's discount 
of a $lo warrant.. It is 139 per cenX fcr 
the vear. 
Inquiry reveille:! that the rate charged 


by the warrant brokers ranges all the 
way from 5 to lo per cent per month on 
warrants, many of which are paid to 
the discounters "wit! tin three days. 


WhPM the supervisors canceled the m- 


diirt-nt list last month there were eieht> 
t-L'iu yen-one on it, receiving a total 
averauti of $1200 per month. It ia not 
diukiilt to figure out that if rates of in. 
tereet varying from ii to 15 per cent per 
month are paid by the unfortunate in- 
digeots for discounting their warrants a 
handsome income is being earned at the 
esusube of the county and the indigents 
alise. For if the ficures do not wholly 
err, at least ?2SOO a year goes out of the 
county funds, oi which not a cent finds 
its way into the homes of tbe indijjen! 
or into the county treasury. It all 
into the coffers of the brokers. 
It is possibly for this reason that 


whenever an attempt is made to stop the 
overflow of monev on the indigent list 
the result is the earno, year after year 
Either the old recipients get back again 
on tbe list or enough new names are pul 
on to assure a profitable brokerage in 
county indigent warrants by outside 
parties. 
The earnest efforts of the supervisor 


during the past two days have resulted 
in striking half a dozen names off the 
list, but thirteen were put OB and there 
are nearly two weeks of tbe session yet 
to come. The spectacle afforded in the 
supervisor chamber naturally conduces 
to the belief that a cheerful competition 
exists as to who thall succeed best in 
getting on tho county indigent list. 
Children are largely relied on to work 
upon the sympatLy'of the board. The 
mother ie always in evidence, with a 
quiver full of them. So many children 
are supposed to mean so much money 
of which the little ones do not always 
receive tbe benefit. 
Experience bai 


shown, over and over again, that thi 
persons to whom the warrants are made 
payable DP the auditor are not alway 
lolely regarclinl of the children for whom 
the money is intended. 
It has bean suggested as a means ol 


putting a slop to ft system which en- 
conraces the dual evil of pauperism am 
nsnry'that the supervisors should cui 
off money allowances altogether ant 
give credit orders or allowances in gro- 
ceries and necessaries. 


At the auditor's office such a change 


would be obviously welcome, but so far 
the maiority of the board have not ap 
peared disposed to alter the old-time 
custom. There are a number of families 
who have all along been 
receiving

The old market 
uilding opposite the city hall has been 
euteJ, and ia now occupied as a store 
mi generAl headquarters, with (i. P. 
uimuinga in charge. 
The exchange is No. 51, and now haa 
nuuuberehip of about 150. The meuv 
era work for their individual beneiit, 
ml incidentally for the benefitof nil Urn 
ther°. What one member produces 
iat he cannot sell, he 
tukea 
to 


_ie store house and trades for what 
ome other member has produced. For 
nstancc, a carpenter makes a lot of 
creen doors and windows-sad deposits 
jam at the store and takes his pay in me. But oh! how 
our produced by another member. This 
a not an imaginary ease, but it actually 
ook place here. 


A farmer had more hay than he could 


ell, and he yesterday deposited a dozen 
r more bales in the store, and will take 
is pay in what some other man has de- 
posited there. 


Very little money ia used. In its 
lace they use checks of deposit. The 
tan who left the hay took deposit 
hecks for its wholesale price—say $8. 
'he checks will buy $8 worth of any- 
"ling in the store, 
There is positively no credit. If a 
ustomer wants Anything in tbe store 
hern are only two ways by which he 
an eet it. If be pays cash be can have 
t. or, if ho pays deposit checks he can 
kit. 
The exchange aims not to hurt au; 


egitimate business. It will not sel' 
ooda below tho usual retail price, ant 
bus will not try to take trade from 
ocal merchants. It pays (in depoai 
hecks) wholesale prices for what i 
)uya; and receives (in deposit checks o 
;ash) the retail price of what it sells 
?he profit goee to pay running expenses 
and if anything then remains, it goei 
nto the capital fund.

ihe present it has been 
Buccesafu 


There are oichanges in San Francisco 
San Jiso, Arroyo Grande, Kan LuJa 
Dbispo, Modesto and in other parts of 
the state, as well as in nearly all the 
other states of the union. 


In some places they own large build- 


ngs, which were erected by the mem- 
aera who were paid with deposit checks. 
The land was bought with the accumul- 
ated profits; the bricks burned by mem- 
jera; the walls made by members, and 
only a few materials, such aa nails and 
;lass, bought with cash. 
The Freano exchange now has in con- 


templatioo the burning of a brick kiln 
and will soil the bricks at the customary 
retail price. The members aro enthusi- 
latic and expect to succeed in the under- 
taking* It differs from most commu- 
nistic or socialistic societies in that the 
members do not share in common the 
fruits of the labor of the whole. If a 
member does not produce anything he 
gets nothing. If ho produces an article 
he can deposit it and take his pay in 
any other article hi the store • but there 
is no support for the lazy. In commu- 
nistic societies the industrious support 
tbe drones. In tbe labor exchange the 
Scripture is literally fulfilled: "The/ 
who do not work shall not eat."

1 do not believe that 
beae poor aro neceeaary; 1 firmly be- 
ieve that tho Almighty haa niven to 
hia earth the capacity to comfortablj 
eed and clothe all "men who dwell upon 
t, but while unwise laws breed paupers 
md millionaires, and while to suggest a 
remedy is to be scouted aa a crank by a 
najority of mankind, I want it dls- 
inctty understood that I utter no pro 
,est against bearinc ray little part oi thi 
duty of feeding the poor. The condi 
.ion, with it^ poverty-stricken wretches 
la with us, and if men will not remedy 
it, they should at least see that nobody 
starves.

Ho effected an entrance, however, and 
searched the place, hut did not find any- 
one at home. Westfall had to return 
without hie man. 
It was afterwards learned that Haslip 


was concealed under a pile of old clothes 
in a corner and the sheriff overlooked 
him. Tbe Indian bad lain under the 
old clothes with a pistol in each baud 
ready to shoot if discovered. 


A few weeks ago Constable Jack 


Irvine of Sanger happened to be in the 
mountains in the vicinity of the ranch- 
eria at which Haslip was 
staying. 


Irvine concluded to take Mr. Haalip 
down with him if tbe Indian was attain- 
able. He went to the rancberia and 
found the doors locked. He knocked. 
There was no response, and he came, to 
the conclusion that no one was at home. 
He did not think that Haslip^ would 
learn of his presence in the vicinity, 


Thofactof the case was that Hattlip 


waa at home. Friends bad told him of 
tbe officer's presence in tbe mountains, 
and when he saw a pale face approach- 
ing tho rancheria he supposed it waa 
the constable. Not wishing to take any 
chauceu, the Indian closed the doora of 
the house and waited inside with a pis- 
tol in each hand, to receive the officer 
should he effect an entrance. But the 
officer did not get the door open. 


It is reported that Haslip left the Big 


Sandy rancheria immediately after Irv- 
ine's visit, as he considered a change of 
residence would benefit hia health. He 
is now supposed to be in some of the 
rancherias higher up in the mountains.
